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Gerhard - Fairisle knitted Vest 


The vest is on its way back with full force. Good looking on both the teenager and 
great-grandfather. Here we have a classic vest that looks great over the top of a nice 
shirt. 


ADULT: 

YARN QUALITY Fugua (50% wool "Superwash", 50% acrylic. Skeins approx. 50 g = 121 m) 
YARN OPTIONS Yarn group 4 (NB! Yarn consumption & shape may vary when changing yarn) 
SIZES XS(S)M(L)XL(2XL) 

CHEST MEASUREMENTS Approx. 92(98)106(114)122(130) cm. 

WHOLE LENGTH Approx. 62(64)66(68)70(72) cm. 

YARN REQUIRED 


Fg.1 (fg 60178, beige) Approx. 250 (300) 300 (350) 350 (400) g 
Fg.2 (fg 60168, denim blue) Approx. 50 (50) 50 (100) 100 (100) g 
Fg.3 (fg 60184, brown) Approx. 100 (100) 100 (150) 150 (150) g 
Fg.4 (fg 60124, burgundy) Approx. 50 (50) 50 (50) 50 (50) g 

Fg.5 (fg 60101, white) Approx 50 (50) 50 (50) 50 (100) g 
CHILD: 


YARN QUALITY Fugua (50% wool "Superwash", 50% acrylic. Skeins approx. 50 g = 121 m) 
YARN OPTIONS Yarn group 4 (NB! Yarn consumption & shape may vary when changing yarn) 
SIZES 80-86(92-98)104-110(116-122)128-134 cm. 

CHEST MEASUREMENTS Approx. 58(60)63(67)73 cm. 

WHOLE LENGTH Approx. 32(34)37(39)41 cm. 

YARN REQUIRED 

Fg.1 (fg 60102, light grey) Approx. 100(100)150(150)150 g 

Fg.2 (fg 60127, turquoise) Approx. 50(50)50(50)50 g 

Fg.3 (fg 60103, mid grey) Approx. 50(50)50(50)50 g 

Fg.4 (fg 60124, burgundy) Approx. 50(50)50(50)50 g 

Fg.5 (fg 60100, white) Approx. 50(50)50(50)50 g 

Needle Size 3.5mm and 4.5mm 


TENSION - FUGA Approx. 20 sts and 26 rows Stocking stitch knitting needles No 
4.5mm = 10 x 10 cm - or adapt to the size of needles you need to maintain the tension. 


ADULT BACK 

Using 3.5mm needles cast on 94(100)108(118)128(136) sts 
Knit K1 P1 rib 9 rows. (1st row = wrongside) 

Switch to 4.5mm needles and knit stocking stitch. 

Decrease on the first row, 5 stitches evenly across the row. 


When the work measures 7 cm, increase in the 2nd stitch at the beginning of each row. 
Repeat at intervals of 7(7)7(10)10(10) cm another 4(4)4(3)3(3) times. There are now 
99(105)113(121)131(139) m on the needles. 


When the work measures 39(40)41(42)43(44) cm, at the beginning of each row cast off 
7-2-2-1 (8-2-2-1)9-3-2-1-1(12-3-2-1-1) 14-4-3-1-1(15-4-3-2-1-1) stitches for the 
armhole. 


When the work measures 61(63)65(67)69(71) cm. 


NB! At the same time as the first shoulder, put the middle 25(25)27(27)29(31) stitches 
on a stitch holder for the neck and each side is knitted separately. Cast off 1 stitch each 
side of the back neck stitches. 


Cast off 8-8-8(9-9-8)9-9-8(9-9-9)9-9-9(9-9-9) stitches for the shoulder on alternate 
rows. Cast off stitches at the beginning of the row at the armhole side. 


ADULT FRONT 

Using 3.5mm needles cast on 94(100)108(118)128(136) sts 
Knit K1 P1 rib 9 rows. (1st row = wrongside) 

Switch to 4.5mm needles and knit stocking stitch. 

Decrease on the first row, 5 stitches evenly across the row. 
Work 4 rows in main colour. 

Continue knitting in colour pattern according to Chart. 


NB! If you cannot maintain the same tension on the pattern knitting (fairisle) as you had 
on the plain knitting, switch to larger or smaller needle. 


When the work measures 7 cm, increase in the 2nd stitch at the beginning of each row. 
Repeat at intervals of 7(7)7(10)10(10) cm another 4(4)4(3)3(3) times. There are now 
99(105)113(121)131(139) m on the needles. 


When the work measures 39(40)41(42)43(44) cm, at the beginning of each row cast off 
7-2-2-1 (8-2-2-1)9-3-2-1-1(12-3-2-1-1) 14-4-3-1-1(15-4-3-2-1-1) stitches for the 
armhole. 


When the work measures 42(44)45(47)48(50) cm, put the middle stitch on a stitch 
holder pin for the V-neck and each side is knitted separately. 


Decreases will occur on all RS (knit) rows. They are made on either side of, and two sts 
in from the V neck turning point. When work faces you, use the SSK decrease on the 
LHS, and K2tog on the RHS of V neck turning point. 


Neck decreases alternate rows 6(6)6(6)8(10) times and at 3 row intervals 7(7)8(8)7(6) 
times. 


When the work measures 61(63)65(67)69(71) cm. 


Cast off 8-8-8(9-9-8)9-9-8(9-9-9)9-9-9(9-9-9) stitches for the shoulder on alternate 
rows. Cast off stitches at the beginning of the row at the armhole side. 


ADULT ASSEMBLY 


Blocking: Tension the parts according to the dimensions given in the description. 
Moisten them and let them dry. 


Sew the right shoulder together. 


ADULT BANDS 
Neck edge: 


Pick up from the right side with 3.5mm needles and colour fg.1. Pick up 1 stitch in each 
row about every 5 rows along the left side of the v-neck, put the middle stitch on a stitch 
holder. Pick up the same number of stitches for the right side as for the left, 
31(31)33(33)35 (37) m along the neck. 


Knit Rib K1, P1 for 3 rows, make sure that the middle stitch is in the middle front and is 
straight from the right side. Decrease 1 stitch on each side of the centre stitch from the 
right side. Cast off Rib in Rib stitches. 


Sew together the left shoulder and the edge of the neck. 
Armhole edges: 


Knit from the right side with 3.5mm needles and colour fg. Pick up 1 stitch in each row 
skip about every 5 stitches. Knit Rib K1, P1 for 3 rows. Cast off Rib in Rib stitches. 


Sew the side seams together. Use edge for seam allowance. 


CHILD VEST 

CHILD BACK 

Using 3.5mm needles and colour fg.1 cast on 64(66)68(72)78 stitches. 
Knit K1 P1 rib 7 rows. (1st row = wrongside) 

Switch to 4.5mm needles and knit stocking stitch following fairisle chart. 
Decrease on the first row, 3 stitches evenly across the row. 


When the work measures 20(21 )23(24)25 cm, at the beginning of each row cast off 7- 
2-2-1(7-2-2-1)7-2-2-1(7-2-2-1) 8-2-2-1 sts for the armhole. 


When the work measures 31(33)36(38)40 cm, at the beginning of each row cast off 
stitches 4-4(5-4)5-4(6-5)7-6 stitches for the shoulder. 


NB! At the same time as the first shoulder, put the middle 19(19)21(21)21 stitches ona 
stitch holder for the neck and each side is knitted separately. Cast off 1 stitch each side 
of the back neck stitches. 


CHILD FRONT 

Cast on using 3.5mm needles and colour fg.1 64(66)68(72)78 stitches. 
Knit Rib K1, P1 for 7 rows (1st row = wrong side). 

Switch to 4.5mm needles and Knit stocking stitch. 

Decrease on the first row, 3 stitches evenly across the row. 

Work 4 rows in main colour. 

Continue knitting in colour pattern according to Chart. 


NB! If you cannot maintain the same tension on the pattern knitting (fairisle) as you had 
on the plain knitting, switch to larger or smaller needle. 


When the work measures 20(21)23(24)25 cm, decrease on each side about every two 
rows 7-2-2-1(7-2-2-1)7-2-2-1(7-2-2-1)8-2-2-1 stitches for the armhole. 


When work measures 21(22)24(25)26 cm, the middle stitch is put on a stitch holder pin 
for the v-neck and each side is knitted separately. 


Decreases will occur on all RS (knit) rows. They are made on either side of, and two sts 
in from the V neck turning point. When work faces you, use the SSK decrease on the 
LHS, and K2tog on the RHS of V neck turning point. 


Neck decreases alternate rows 10(10)11(11)10 times and at 3 row intervals 0(0)0(0)1 
times. When the work measures 31(33)36(38)40 cm, at the beginning of each row cast 
off 4-4(5-4)5-4(6-5)7-6 stitches for the shoulder. 


ASSEMBLY 


Blocking: Tension the parts according to the dimensions given in the description. 
Moisten them and let them dry. 


Sew the right shoulder together. 


CHILD BANDS 
Neck edge: 


Pick up stitches from the right side using 3.5mm needles and colour fg.1 Pick up 1 
stitch in each row skip about every 5 rows along the left side of the v-neck, put the 
middle stitch on the needle, and pick up as many for the right side as for the left, 
25(25)27(27)27 stitches along the neck. Knit rib 1K, 1P for 3 rows, make sure that the 
middle stitch is in the middle front and is straight from the right side. Decrease 1 each 
side of the centre stitch from the right side. Cast off Rib in rib stitch. Sew together the 
left shoulder and the edge of the neck. 


Armhole edges: 


Pick from the right side with 3.5mm needles and colour fg.1 Pick up 1 stitch in each row 
skip about every 5 rows. Knit rib 1K, 1P for 3 rows. Cast off Rib in rib stitch. Sew the 
side seams together. Use edge for seam allowance.

Tips & Advice 
To avoid mistakes: Remember to read the pattern carefully before starting your work. 


Tension: Always knit or crochet a sample swatch according to the recommendation. If 
it does not match the tension stated, try smaller or larger knitting needles or crochet 
hooks. If the tension is incorrect, the result may have the wrong dimensions and shape. 


Mark the size you knit or crochet to make it easier to follow the description text. 


Diagram: It helps to follow along with the diagram if you put a ruler along the line you 
knit or crochet. The range of movement of the garments in our patterns varies 
depending on the type and shape of the garment. To find the right size, we recommend 
that you first measure directly on the body. Then you decide the size of the garment 
depending on how much range of movement you want the garment to have. Garment 
sketches show the dimensions of the garment. 


Multi-color knitting: Remember to keep the thread that runs on the back of the one 
you are knitting with, if you knit more than 3-4 stitches of one and the same color, so 
you do not get too long loose threads on the back. If the yarn needs to be twisted 
several times in a row, remember not to keep it in the same place. 


Yarn options: Please note that yarn consumption and appearance may vary when 
changing yarn (even with yarn in the same yarn batch). 


Tips for hand-dyed yarn: Make sure to have enough yarn from the start to cover the 
entire project as the yarn can vary in color from batch to batch. Feel free to alternate 
between knitting two ends from one skein and two ends from another to get a more 
even mix between the colors. 


Blocking and washing: Yarn can stain when it is damp for a long time. Be extra 
careful when blocking and washing garments with strong contrasting colors. Dampen 
the work, preferably with a spray bottle, gently squeeze out any excess water in a rolled 
up towel. Put the work to dry flat and stretch it out to the specified dimensions.
